with wine, bedecked with garlandes,

They conueped Pompi- 
lius the murderer of his Uncles, wyth

ccflantly folowed them, & eate thꝛough 
the bo2des of the ſhippes , in ſo much 
n the bales, 
they were in danger of finking, wherfoꝛe 
the Mariners fearing to be d2ownrd, cõ⸗ 
ueped the ſhippes to land, from whence 
another company of myſc toyned wyth 
the firſt, and moze fiercely aſſapled hym. 
They that defcrived him ſeing this, and 
acknowledging it to bæ the 8 
of God fled away, 
Pompilius deſtitute of bis ſuc- 
cours, withd:ew hymſelfe into an hye 
tower m AIAT whether 5 85 
K.
